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Zero-energy home design is 
explained in detail 


On July 7 beginning at 8:30 am, Energysmiths 
principal Marc Rosenbaum PE. leads his renowned 


day-long workshop — “Toward Zero-Energy Homes” 
— at the BSA. 


Rosenbaum offers a thorough understanding of 

the methods of designing and building homes 

that require little or no nonrenewable energy. He 
begins with a description of typical residential 
energy loads by end use, methods of reducing the 
loads (air sealing, insulation upgrades, glass and 
fenestration considerations, orientation and passive 
techniques, reducing loads from domestic hot water, 
ventilation, lighting and appliances). Energy supply 
and available sources, comparisons of the magnitude 
and distribution of solar and wind resources, 
technologies such as fossil-fueled appliances, biomass 
fuel-burning appliances, solarthermal, ground source 
heat pumps, solarelectric, and wind turbines are all 
explored. Rosenbaum also provides sizing guidelines 
used to assess feasibility early in the design process; 
the day concludes with case studies of homes 
designed to be zero annual net energy residences.

Usonian houses revisited

During the economic depression of the 1930s in the 
U.S., Wright designed a series of inexpensive homes 
that had no attics, no basements and little ornamen- 
tation.

(The 
word ‘Usonian’ was Wright’s shorthand for “United 
States of North America’.) Local examples of these 
homes, most of which reportedly exceeded the bud- 
geted costs, include the Zimmerman House and the 
Kalil House, both in Manchester, New Hampshire.

200 CADD programs — do you 
know them all? 


There are over 200 different CADD programs used 
by architects — more than 45 of these programs 
are used by BSA members alone. Most of these 
programs are too specialized to warrant a separate 
users group within the BSA (e.g., programs just for 
kitchen design or just for handheld pocket PCs). In 
addition, some programs are too new and don't yet 
warrant a users group within the BSA and, of course, 
there are programs that are slipping out of use 

and some BSA members are even using ‘orphaned’ 
CADD software (that is, software that is officially 
dead and no longer manufactured) — yet the users 
of such software often need a support group while 
they figure out how to transition to something 
newer. 


Finally, there is a category of CADD software 
that may be considered supplemental and is of 
interest to all CADD users but still too peripheral 
to warrant its own users group — Photoshop and 
GreenBuildingStudio may be examples of such 
software. 


For all these reasons, the BSA Committee on Design 
Software is a clearinghouse of information on all 

of the above-mentioned software packages. My 
colleagues and I keep track of advocates of and 
contacts for a variety of software packages. We 
gather in physical reality occasionally during the year 
but collaborate primarily through the Committee 
on Design Software website and through an online 
forum.

Access regulations are 
analyzed and compared 


The U.S. Access Board has issued a side-by-side 
comparison of these three documents: the 2004 
ADA Accessibility Guidelines (ADAAG) already 
adopted as enforceable by GSA and USPS; the 1991 
ADA Standards (commonly referred to as “ADAAG”, 
these are the enforceable, accessible design standards 
for ADA compliance in most non-federal buildings); 
and the International Code Council (ICC) 2003 
International Building Code and 2004 Supplement 
(referencing ICC/ANSI A117.1-2003). To download 
a word or .pdf copy of this 500-page comparison, go 
to access-board, gov.

Construction waste bans take 
effect in July 


In October, the Mass. Department of Environmental 
Protection (DEP) finalized regulations that prohibit 
the disposal of five major waste streams from 
construction and demolition projects: asphalt 
pavement, brick, concrete, wood, and metal. In 
addition, DEP is re-emphasizing its existing ban on 
disposal of cardboard, another major commodity on 
many construction/renovation sites. These bans take 
effect on July 1, 2006. 


The language of the waste bans does not directly 
affect the job site. Instead, the bans affect disposal 
facilities and transfer stations. No such facility will 
be allowed to accept banned materials for disposal. 
Every facility must develop and implement a plan to 
identify the banned wastes when they are delivered 
to the facility and assure that these materials are 
diverted to recycling or composting. 


Although the waste bans are not directed at the job 
site, that is where their impacts will be felt, and it 
will be simple and dramatic: the large majority of 
all wastes, from almost all construction projects in 
Massachusetts, will have to be recycled as of July 1. 
Project managers will need to assure that all banned 
wastes are directed to recycling facilities, and not to 
landfills, incinerators, or transfer stations that deliver 
wastes to disposal facilities. The only exceptions 

to the rule are for very small (less than a pickup- 
truckload) quantities from home renovation and for 
de minimis (insignificant) levels of banned materials 
in loads of mixed solid waste. 


‘Two other features of the bans should be noted. 
First, there is no requirement that wastes must be 
separated for recycling. The regulation is silent 

on this issue, so that mixed debris recycling is 
acceptable. Second, the bans make a distinction 
between wood and other banned wastes. Wood may 
be sent for incineration (biomass-to-energy), while 
the other wastes are banned from both landfill and 
incineration.

BSA launches online 
compensation survey 


Architecture firms in Massachusetts are invited to 
participate in the BSA’s new online compensation 
survey, which was designed and is being 
implemented for the BSA by Neptune Web. The 
survey is designed so that the compensation data 
will be current to within six months at all times.

The BSA and our national AIA office periodically 
have produced compensation surveys that are 
useful but often of limited value because of the 
length of time involved in collecting, compiling 
and distributing the data. The BSA’s new online 
compensation survey has the advantages of timely/ 
secure/anonymous data... and of providing reports 
and charts that are flexible and easily accessible by 
participating firms.

Is your license (and integrity) 
at risk? 


The following is excerpted from a recent article 
published in AlArchitect, the national AIA e-newsletter. 


To maintain membership in the AIA, architects are 
obligated to comply with the Institute’s Code of 
Ethics and Professional Conduct. Another highly 
visible element that sets ALA members apart in 
clients’ eyes is the AIA mandatory continuing 
education program that convention delegates 
voted into the AIA Bylaws and Rules of the Board 
more than a decade ago [in 1992 during the AIA 
Convention in Boston]. What may not be as well- 
known, though, is that fraudulent reporting of 
continuing professional education learning units is a 
violation of professional ethics. 


The AIA Continuing Education System (AIA/CES) 
maintains an honor system for members recording 
continuing education. This means that AIA/CES 
record-keepers accept both the accuracy of what is 
submitted on a Self-Report Form and that a member 
who signed his or her name on an attendance sheet 
at the beginning of a seminar actually did attend the 
entire seminar. 


There are mechanisms in effect that recognize 
that violation of the professional code of ethics 
are possible. It was initially the medical and 
accounting organizations that recognized that 
fraudulent reporting decreased credibility within 


and outside of the professions and consequently 
increased restrictions on reporting. In July 2005, for 
instance, an article in The Washington Post reported 
a physician in Maryland who was caught falsifying 
his professional continuing education records. The 
State Board of Medicine's response was to fine the 
physician $20,000 and suspend his license for five 
years for ethical violations. 


Who is responsible? 

An architect walks into a seminar and signs in 
with an AIA-member number. The architect 

has to ‘answer a call’ after 20 minutes into the 
seminar and does not return. The absence of the 
architect is noticed by the provider and peers. In 
fact, it is noticed by many that this architect has to 


‘answer a call’ often during seminars. What are the 


responsibilities of AIA staff and CES providers? 


The situation should end before it becomes a 
problem and the architect's name should be deleted 
from the course attendance list. If the scenario 
continues unaddressed, this could become a serious 
problem. At the very least, this is a breach of ethics. 
The State of Texas has already stated that if an 
architect is caught falsifying his or her continuing- 
education records, it will lead to the immediate 
forfeiture of his or her license. Should the states 
begin to find serious fault in the AIA Continuing 
Education System, those states will quite likely 
adjust and tighten their reporting requirements. 


The AIA/CES record-keepers can take two possible 
actions. First would be to refuse to accept the course 
credit for the architect and the AIA can refuse to list 
the event on the architect's AIA transcript. Second, if 
the architect is from a firm or chapter that is a CES 
Provider, and the AIA/CES administrators know that 
the firm or chapter is aware of the improper ethical 
situation, they can suspend that CES Provider. Firms 
offering in-house programs can save themselves 
thousands of dollars and billable hours by diligently 
monitoring attendance at their qualified in-firm 
programs. In some firms, unethical reporting can get 
an employee dismissed... 


AIA Code of Ethics 

It is always useful as well to revisit the AIA Code of 
Ethics... (a copy of the Code is [available at] aia.org/ 
about_ethics)...A deliberate abuse of the AIA/CES 
by an AIA member could result in a complaint filed 
with the National Ethics Council. If the Council 
were to find a violation of the AIA Code of Ethics 
and Professional Conduct by the member, he or 

she would be subject to appropriate disciplinary 
sanctions, [which could be severe]...

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Public construction law on safety may affect architects’ contracts 


In an effort to improve site safety on Massachusetts 
public construction projects, Chapter 306 of the 
Acts of 2004 requires that everyone employed at 

the jobsite must complete a course in construction 
safety and health approved by the U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration, known as the 
“OSHA 10-hour course.” This law goes in to effect 
on July 1, 2006. 


Compliance will be required of contractors’ and 
subcontractors’ on-site employees at all levels 
whether stationed in the trailer or working in the 
field. The requirements do not appear to apply 

to home-office employees visiting the site or to 
suppliers’ employees who are making deliveries, but 
no guidelines on applicability or enforcement have 
yet been issued by the Attorney General’s office. 


This law does not appear to apply to architects or 
engineers but it does have an implication for our 
documents and also changes the responsibilities of 
project managers if we're placed in that role. 


The law changes the definition of “lowest 
responsible and eligible bidder” to include a bidder 
who certifies that all worksite employees will 
receive OSHA 10-hour training. We must therefore 
change the language of our bid forms to include 
this certification. If we leave it out, the bidder is 
not being asked to certify its employee training, 
thus compromising the contractual basis for the 
OSHA training requirement. This could involve the 
designer in site safety and labor relations disputes, 
and possibly even void the contract award. 


Although the law was passed in 2004, it becomes 
effective on July 1, 2006. It is ambiguous whether 
this means that the statute applies to any projects 
bid after that time or any projects contracted after 
that time. I plan to include the new language in 
my firm's bid packages before July 1 if 1 think the 
construction contract will be signed after July 1. 


Regardless of how you decide to treat the transition 
period, projects bid after July 1 must have new 
language in all general construction bid forms and 
filed sub-bid forms. The language is the same for 
both general and sub-bids except for its position in 
the bid form and the statutory references. Here's the 
text — for general bid forms, insert a new second 
paragraph of (E), replacing the current second 
paragraph: 


“The undersigned hereby certifies that he is able to 
furnish labor that can work in harmony with all 
other elements of labor employed or to be employed 
on the work; that all employees to be employed 
at the worksite will have successfully completed a 
course in construction safety and health approved by 
the United States Occupational Safety and Health 


Administration that is at least 10 hours in duration 
at the time the employee begins work and who shall 
furnish documentation of successful completion of 
said course with the first certified payroll report for 
each employee; and that he will comply fully with 
all laws and regulations applicable to awards made 
subject to section 44A.” 


For filed sub-bid forms, insert this new second 
paragraph of (1), replacing the current second 
paragraph: 


“The undersigned hereby certifies that he is able to 
furnish labor that can work in harmony with all 
other elements of labor employed or to be employed 
on the work; that all employees to be employed 
at the worksite will have successfully completed a 
course in construction safety and health approved by 
the United States Occupational Safety and Health 
Administration that is at least 10 hours in duration 
at the time the employee begins work and who shall 
furnish documentation of successful completion 
of said course with the first certified payroll report 
for each employee; and that he will comply fully 
with all laws and regulations applicable to awards of 
subcontracts subject to section 44h.” 


For those of us involved in project management, all 
employees working on the site will have to provide 
proof that they've taken the 10-hour course. This 
documentation is to be compiled by the contractor 
and subcontractors as part of their certified payrolls 
and will likely have to be maintained on the jobsite. 
Ir’s something that owners/clients, project managers 
and sometimes designers will need to verify.

Projects are honored not on the basis of project 
size, but on the extent of the beneficial impact on 
the physical environment and the positive effect on 
the cultural landscape.

Jane Jacobs, credited by many with the 
transformation of the practice and theory of 

urban design, died in April at 89. Jacobs 1961 
book — The Death and Life of Great American 
Cities — underscored the value of human-scale 
urban neighborhoods, diversity, activity in public 
spaces, and praised neighborhoods such as Boston's 
North End and New York City’s Greenwich Village. 
The Boston Globe observed recently that it could 

be argued that Jacobs was “the most important 
independent intellectual in America” after the 
publication of her 1961 classic.
